'STERLING' IS EXPLAINED 



At the regular meeting of the Wom- 
an's Community Club of Narberth on 
Tuesday afternoon, Fred J. Cooper, 
Philadelphia jeweler and silversmith, 
gave a most interesting history of sil- 
ver, the "queen of the metals," trac- 
ing its history from Greek and Roman 
times through the centuries to modern 
days. 

The word "sterling," the speaker 
pointed out, originated as slang, being 
derived front "Easterlings," German 
peddlers who brought silver of the 
finest quality to England. 

Back in the year 1327 on March 28, 
King Edward granted a charter to the 
Goldsmiths' Guild of London to "pass" 
on all silver and gold in the realm. 
At that time 'prentices signed a con- 
tract for eight years' service and while 
learning the trade they bound them- 
selves not to marry, be absent from 
work without the master's consent or 
to conduct themselves in a roisterous 
fashion. The master in turn fed and 
clothed then), allowing them to sleep 
with the watch dogs under the bench 
at which they worked during the day. 

"Hall marking" started with the 
Guild, every year the letter being 
changed on the birthday of St. Dun- 
stan. To this day the Guild tests the 
coins of the realm. 

Very ornate silver utensils were the 
fashion during the sixteenth, seven- 
teenth and eighteenth centuries, the 
plainer and often more graceful de- 
signs being introduced by the Puritans. 
The reason our knives have rounded 
ends is because Richelieu's guests 
stabbed each other so often that he 
required all guests to bring only 
rounded knives.

Twenty-eight Children Now En- 
rolled; Sixteen During 
February. 



OPEN EACH WEDNESDAY 



The Narberth Child Health Centre 
is growing just as fast as any nor- 
mally healthy child might be expected 
to grow. The enrollment of twelve for 
January has now increased to twenty- 
eight. It is encouraging to note that 
at least two dozen mothers of young 
children have thus shown their appre- 
ciation of the educational advantages 
of the Centre. 

Another boon to progress is the ac- 
tive interest shown by various organi- 
zations. While, through the Board of 
Health, Council has assumed the pro- 
fessional responsibility of the Centre, 
the Main Line Branch of the American 
Red Cross has provided the nurse and 
the Junior Red Cross is to defray the 
cost of the two scales now in use. 
The Woman's Community Club pro- 
vides the rooms used, and the Welfare 
and Civic departments of the club have 
fostered benefits with substantial re- 
sults. 

The report given at the monthly 
meeting of the managers held Tues- 
day evening shows that of the sixteen 
new children enrolled during February, 
nine of them are under one year of 
age and seven others between the ages 
of one and six years. 

At the four conferences held dur- 
ing the month, Dr. J. McKees Mitchell 
was in attendance four times; Miss 
Bessie Drane, the attending nurse, four 
times; Director Miss Rose Ehrenfeld, 
three times; Registrars Miss Con- 
stance Morris, four times, and Mrs. 
William Collins, three times. Social 
volunteer workers in attendance were 
Mrs. C. Arley Farmer, once; Mrs. 
Nelson Rowley, twice, and Mrs. L. 
W. Melcher, four times. 

The Centre is open each Wednesday 
in the club room at Elm Hall from 
2 to 3 P. M. All infants and children 
of pre-school age are welcome, the 
object being to "Keep well babies 
well."

FORE AND AFT 

Present and Coming Attractiong 
in the Philadelphia Theatres. 
Ethel Barrymore, foremost actress 
on the English-speaking stage, made 
her first apareance in Philadelphia in 
G. Martinez Sierra's "The Kingdom 
of God," translated by Helen and Mar- 
ley Granville-Barker, which opened in 
the Lyric Theatre on Monday night. 
This impressive Spanish play will be 
acted for two weeks only. On Mon- 
day, March 17, Miss Barrymore will 
be seen in the second drama in her 
repertory, Lili Hatvany's "The Love 
Duel," adapted by Zoe Akins. There 
will be matinees on Wednesdays and 
Saturdays. The engagement positively 
is limited to four weeks and will not 
be extended. 

"The Kingdom of God" is not re- 
ligious in the general meaning of the 
word, nor is Sister Gracia, the role 
acted by Miss Barrymore, a nun. In 
this character the actress is seen in a 
part entirely unlike anything she 
hitherto has played. First she appears 
as the age of nineteen, a young, inex- 
perienced girl; then at twenty-nine, 
wiser in the ways of the world, and 
finally as an old woman of seventy. 
Sierra is the author of over forty 
dramas. Burns Mantle selected "The 
Kingdom of God" as one of the best 
ten plays of last year in New York, 
where it was the inaugural production 
of Ethel Barrymore's own theatre.

It is not often that a stage version 
of a novel, especially a best seller, wins 
such unanimous praise as has been ac- 
corded to G. B. Stern's dramatization 
of "The Matriarch," now being pre 
sented by the Professional Players as 
the fifth of a series of artistic and 
worthwhile dramatic plays at the Adel 
phi Theatre.

You 
can relieve this situ3-tiQn by employing local people. Make repairs now — 
start spring work early. 

From this report, one gets the very definite impression that there 
are services rendered that cannot be measured by statistics, that are much 
more fundamentally valuable than those represented by dollars and cents. 
Material things must be provided, but it is much better to help a family 
to provide these thiflgs for themselves and to retain or to gain self-respect 
and independence.

This week this r-evvS-rriaga2ine received more reports of real estate 
sales in this section than since the spring of 1929. Since realty is the 
basis, figuratively &n<J literally, on which the commercial structure is 
built, increased market activity is an indication of better trade conditions 
generally. No boom titles are expected, no inflation period is wanted ; 
this is a conservative^ community that builds solidly. It is only natural 
to hope that commercial conditions improve, but it is not wise to desire a 
huge rise with later an inevitable fall. Prosperity is either on the way 
or just around the comer, seems to be a consensus of opinion.

Great Things Await Maroon Five If They

With Lower Merion definitely out 
of the Penn tournament on account of 
a league game which comes in the 
midst of tournament play, Coach Wil- 
liam Anderson is making plans 
whereby his team may enter the State 
championships in March. 

It is praotically certain that the 
Maroon team will be invited to repre- 
sent the suburban division in the State 
meets, and if they are allowed to ac- 
cept by the school authorities they 
will start the first game the second 
week in March. 

We have studied most of the strong 
teams in Eastern Pennsylvania this 
winter, and we have come to the con- 
clusion that Bill Anderson has one of 
the strongest scholastic basketball 
teams in the United States. It took 
us some time to come to this conclu- 
sion, as we have considered the subur- 
ban competition to be under par this 
season, but we are now certain that 
the boys have the class and the goods. 

Norristown, Lansdowne and Central 
have been the three teams which have 
offered the stiffest opposition to the 
Main Line team. None of these teams 
could push Anderson's present lineup 
to more than a good workout. As the 
suburban teams line up against each 
other they look good until they meet 
with the Maroon. Lansdowne has a 
first-class high school team, well above 
the average. So has West Chester and 
so did Norristown before the team was 
broken up through graduations. Yet 
when teams of this calibre line up 
against the momentous rush of the 
Main Liners they look quite ordinary. 

There was a time after the middle 
of the season that this writer thought 
the Lower Merion five would crack, 
but they passed the stormy period 
without so much as a leak in the boat. 
The secret of it all seems to be the 
supreme confidence each player has in 
himself, and, better still, the confi- 
dence each has in his teammates. 

If the Maroon does enter the State 
championships, they must be prepared

They are more formidable 
than many better teams because they 
are tournament trained and can stand 
the long grind of tournament play bet- 
ter than teams which have been 
through situations which require many 
tough games over a short period of 
time.

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Obstetrical Service New Phase of Community 

Health and Civic Association's Health Work 



One oj the jorcuwst activities oj 
the Community Health and Civic 
Association, as the name would indi- 
cate, is the health work. The jol- 
Imt'iny article, which outlines the 
health zvork oj the association, is 
drawn from the annual report oj the 
president oj that organisation. 
The policies of the Health Service 
are guided by the Health Committee, 
with advisory assistance from a Medi- 
cal Advisory Committee. The keen 
interest taken in the work by the mem- 
bers of our Health Committee is in- 
spiring. In April, owing to the resig- 
nation of Miss Ruth Cushmaii, we 
started with a new Director of Health 
Service, Miss Rose M. Ehrcnfcld, for- 
merly an assistant director of Public 
Health Nursing of the American Red 
Cross in the mid-western area. The 
energy and ability which have been 
displayed by Miss Ehrcnfcld in taking 
hold of our work is gratefully appre- 
ciated. Her attractive personality and 
her ready case in addressing local and 
other audiences are important factors 
in our friendly co-operation with all 
other organizations in the community. 
Her grasp of our problems growing 
largely out of her previous wide ex- 
perience in similar work, is a distinct 
factor in our successful functioning. 
We recognize Miss Ehrcnfcld as a dis- 
tinct asset. 

A valuable addition to the work pre- 
viously carried on by our visiting 
nurses has been the inauguration of a 
delivery service in connection with 
child birth. Previously we had per- 
formed both prenatal and postpartum 
service, but had taken no part in as- 
sisting in the actual delivery of the 
child. This new service means of 
course that nurses must be on hand 
any time of (he day or night to answer 
urgent calls. This additional service 
is a valuable one to the community, 
and the extent to which it has grown 
in a comparatively few months indi- 
cates that it is destined to be widely 
appreciated. 

During the latter part of the year 
our Health Committee has made ar- 
rangements to administer an additional 
health center, or what is popularly 
caled a Well Baby Clinic, in the Bor- 
ough of Narberth. The people of Nar- 
berth witnessing how valuable these 
health"' centers activities are in other

parts of our territory, have wisely con- 
tributed to a fund which pays the ex- 
penses of installing and maintaining 
this Narberth Health Center. 

Our Health Service comprises a 
nursing service covering bedside care 
in both maternity cases, and in other 
cases needing a nurse's attention, and 
a child health supervision carried on 
principally through the five health cen- 
ters. The Visiting Nurse staff con- 
sists of the Director, Assistant Direc- 
tor as Field Supervisor, and eight staff 
nurses. At the Child Health Centers 
a physician and one of the staff nurses 
arc in attendance. The nursing serv- 
ice experiences a healthy and gratify- 
ing growth from year to year. 

The Health Service includes many 
activities of a general nature, covering 
the proper education and morale ot 
the nursing staff; co-operative work 
with other Welfare Associations in our 
territory and attendance at conferences 
of National Welfare bodies; co-opera- 
tion with the Public School Systems 
of Lower Merion and Haverford 
Townships in the effort to secure 100 
per cent, physical preparedness for 
school entrance; attendance by the Di- 
rector at numerous committee and 
convention meetings, including discus- 
sions before Women's Clubs, Parent 
and Teacher Associations, visiting 
nurse societies, etc.; and store window 
displays depicting nursing service, in 
connection with the campaign of the 
Welfare Federation.

Most Interesting Talk on Silver

'STERLING' IS EXPLAINED 



At the regular meeting of the Wom- 
an's Community Club of Narberth on 
Tuesday afternoon, Fred J. Cooper, 
Philadelphia jeweler and silversmith, 
gave a most interesting history of sil- 
ver, the "queen of the metals," trac- 
ing its history from Greek and Roman 
times through the centuries to modern 
days. 

The word "sterling," the speaker 
pointed out, originated as slang, being 
derived front "Easterlings," German 
peddlers who brought silver of the 
finest quality to England. 

Back in the year 1327 on March 28, 
King Edward granted a charter to the 
Goldsmiths' Guild of London to "pass" 
on all silver and gold in the realm. 
At that time 'prentices signed a con- 
tract for eight years' service and while 
learning the trade they bound them- 
selves not to marry, be absent from 
work without the master's consent or 
to conduct themselves in a roisterous 
fashion. The master in turn fed and 
clothed them, allowing them to sleep 
with the watch dogs under the bench 
at which they worked during the day. 

"Hall marking" started with the 
Guild, every year the letter being 
changed on the birthday of St. Dun- 
stan. To this day the Guild tests the 
coins of the realm. 

Very ornate silver utensils were the 
fashion during the sixteenth, seven- 
teenth and eighteenth centuries, the 
plainer and often more graceful de- 
signs being introduced by the Puritans. 
The reason our knives have rounded 
ends is because Richelieu's guests 
stabbed each other so often that he 
required all guests to bring only 
rounded knives.

The Narberth Child Health Centre 
is growing just as fast as any nor- 
mally healthy child might be expected 
to grow. The enrollment of twelve for 
January has now increased to twenty- 
eight. It is encouraging to note that 
at least two dozen mothers of young 
children have thus shown their appre- 
ciation of the educational advantages 
of the Centre. 

Another boon to progress is the ac- 
tive interest shown by various organi- 
zations. While, through the Board of 
Health, Council has assumed the pro- 
fessional responsibility of the Centre, 
the Main Line Branch of the American 
Red Cross has provided the nurse and 
the Junior Red Cross is to defray the 
cost of the two scales now in use. 
The Woman's Community Club pro- 
vides the rooms used, and the Welfare 
and Civic departments of the club have 
fostered benefits with substantial re- 
sults. 

The report given at the monthly 
meeting of the managers held Tues- 
day evening shows that of the sixteen 
new children enrolled during February, 
nine of them are under one year of 
age and seven others between the ages 
of one and six years. 

At the four conferences held dur- 
ing the month, Dr. J. McKees Mitchell 
was in attendance four times; Miss 
Bessie Drane, the attending nurse, four 
times; Director Miss Rose Ehrenfeld, 
three times; Registrars Miss Con- 
stance Morris, four times, and Mrs. 
William Collins, three times. Social 
volunteer workers in attendance were 
Mrs. C. Arley Farmer, once; Mrs. 
Nelson Rowley, twice, and Mrs. L. 
W. Melcher, four times. 

The Centre is open each Wednesday 
in the club room at Elm Hall from 
2 to 3 P. M. All infants and children 
of pre-school age are welcome, the 
object being to "Keep well babies 
well."

Present and Coming Attractions 
in the Philadelphia Theatres. 

Ethel Barrymore, foremost actress 
on the English-speaking stage, made 
her first apareance in Philadelphia in 
G. Martinez Sierra's "The Kingdom 
of God," translated by Helen and Mar- 
ley Granville-Barker, which opened in 
the Lyric Theatre on Monday night. 
This impressive Spanish play will be 
acted for two weeks only. On Mon- 
day, March 17, Miss Barrymore will 
be seen in the second drama in her 
repertory, Lili Hatvany's "The Love 
Duel," adapted by Zoe Akins. There 
will be matinees on Wednesdays and 
Saturdays. The engagement positively 
is limited to four weeks and will not 
be extended. 

"The Kingdom of God" is not re- 
ligious in the general meaning of the 
word, nor is Sister Gracia, the role 
acted by Miss Barrymore, a nun. In 
this character the actress is seen in a 
part entirely unlike anything she 
hitherto has played. First she appears 
as the age of nineteen, a young, inex- 
perienced girl; then at twenty-nine, 
wiser in the ways of the world, and 
finally as an old woman of seventy. 
Sierra is the author of over forty 
dramas. Burns Mantle selected "The 
Kingdom of God" as one of the best 
ten plays of last year in New York, 
where it was the inaugural production 
of Ethel Barrymore's own theatre.

It is not often that a stage version

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Now For Higher Honors 

Lower Morion's smooth-working high school basketball team, having 
swept through the Suburban League with ease and dispatch, now faces 
the larger task of defeating the State scholastic leaders. If the unde- 
feated champions of the suburbs can keep their record untarnished 
against stronger competition, it will be most gratifying to this community. 
But win, lose or retire, Coach Anderson and bis boys can honorably rest 
on their present laurels. However, we would like to see them go out and 
achieve higher honors if for no other reason than to quiet rumors that 
team play is suffering because of individual ambitions. 

It is our opinion that the team work is excellent. Take Warren 
Lockwood for one example. Last year he was second high scorer of bis 
league. This year he has been a marked forward in every game played. 
What happened? The scoring attack was deflected slightly in the direc- 
tion of John Pennypacker and the points rolled up faster than ever. 
Lockwood's individual record suffered, but the team gained immeasur- 
ably. Incidentally it is worthy to note, in figuring predictions, that out- 
side competitors will not have had the same opportunity to solve this 
young man's style that has been the case with suburban contestants. He 
is likely to do very interesting work against strangers. 

Backed by the defense bulwark of Turner, Mandes and D'Amora, 
the ball has been kept in opponents' territory most of the time, which also 
accounts largely for the more than one thousand points scored. In addi- 
tion there is that ace, Bonniwell, ready to step into any position on the 
floor and be a threat. No question but Lower Merion has both an aggre- 
gation of champions and a champion aggregation. 

Coach Bill Anderson hasn't been mentioned thus far; he has been 
saved for the last word. Isn't it significant that five of the six main- 
stays have been developed under his guidance? For the last three years 
he has produced either a champion or foremost contender. Can one 
imagine a poor-showing or disgruntled team under his leadership? No, 
it will be a five-man quintet that goes into future action, for every mem- 
ber realizes it is the one big chance to show the State just how fine a 
school and coach can be found in Lower Merion. 



The Federation Report 

The annual report of the Main Line Federation of Churches is now 
being mailed. The work of this organization, while it originated in Hav- 
erford, nearly twenty years ago, immediately extended to Ardmore, Bryn 
Mawr and Rosemont, and now the service covers all of Haverford 
Township, most of Merion and some of Radnor. 

This organization is not a member of the Welfare Federation of 
Philadelphia, and therefore depends entirely for support on the residents 
of the district it serves. 

Unemployment is creating serious social and financial problems, and 
is making an unusually heavy drain on finances of the Federation. You 
can relieve this situation by employing local people. Make repairs now — 
start spring work early. 

From this report, one gets the very definite impression that there 
are services rendered that cannot be measured by statistics, that are much 
more fundamentally valuable than those represented by dollars and cents. 
Material things must be provided, but it is much better to help a family 
to provide these things for themselves and to retain or to gain self-respect 
and independence. 

Business Looks Up 

This week this news-magazine received more reports of real estate 
sales in this section than since the spring of 1929. Since realty is the 
basis, figuratively and literally, on which the commercial structure is 
built, increased market activity is an indication of better trade conditions 
generally. No boom times are expected, no inflation period is wanted ; 
this is a conservative community that builds solidly. It is only natural 
to hope that commercial conditions improve, but it is not wise to desire a 
huge rise with later an inevitable fall. Prosperity is either on the way 
or just around the corner, seems to be a consensus of opinion. May 
we use more judgment in accepting it this time.

The introduction of tea in England 
in 1658 and later the use of coffee and 
chocolate furnished much work for 
the silversmiths.

Previous to that 
salt cellars,'. tankards and cups held 
first place, while later punch bowls 
were in favor.

The test for silver 
is made by acid on silver scrapped 
against jasper stone. Gold is tested 
in the same manner.

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Obstetrical Service New Phase of Community 

Health and Civic Association's Health Work 



One of the foremost activities of 
the Community Health and Civic 
Association, as the name would indi- 
cate, is the health work. The fol- 
lowing article, which outlines the 
health work of the association, is 
drawn from the annual report of the 
president of that organisation. 
The policies of the Health Service 
arc guided by the Health Committee, 
with advisory assistance from a Medi- 
cal Advisory Committee. The keen 
interest taken in the work by the mem- 
bers of our Health Committee is in- 
spiring. In April, owing to the resig- 
nation of Miss Ruth Cushman, we 
started with a new Director of Health 
Service, Miss Rose M. Ehrcnfeld, for- 
merly an assistant director of Public 
Health Nursing of the American Red 
Cross in the mid-western area. The 
energy and ability which have been 
displayed by Miss Ehrcnfeld in taking 
hold of our work is gratefully appre- 
ciated. Her attractive personality and 
her ready case in addressing local and 
other audiences arc important factors 
in our friendly co-operation with all 
other organizations in the community. 
Her grasp of our problems growing 
largely out of her previous wide ex- 
perience in similar work, is a distinct 
factor in our successful functioning. 
We recognize Miss Ehrcnfeld as a dis- 
tinct asset. 

A valuable addition to the work pre- 
viously carried on by our visiting 
nurses has been the inauguration of a 
delivery service in connection with 
child birth. Previously we had per- 
formed both prenatal and postpartum 
service, but had taken no part in as- 
sisting in the actual delivery of the 
child. This new service means of 
course that nurses must be on hand 
any time of the day or night to answer 
urgent calls. This additional service 
is a valuable one to the community, 
and the extent to which it has grown 
in a comparatively few months indi- 
cates that it is destined to be widely 
appreciated. 

During the latter part of the year 
our Health Committee has made ar- 
rangements to administer an additional 
health center, or what is popularly 
caled a Well Baby Clinic, in the Bor- 
ough of Narberth. The people of Na 
berth witnessing how valuable these 
health'* centers activities are in other

parts of our territory, have wisely con- 
tributed to a fund which pays the ex- 
penses of installing and maintaining 
this Narberth Health Center. 

Our Health Service comprises a 
nursing service covering bedside care 
in both maternity cases, and in other 
cases needing a nurse's attention, and 
a child health supervision carried on 
principally through the five health cen- 
ters. The Visiting Nurse staff con- 
sists of the Director, Assistant Direc- 
tor as Field Supervisor, and eight staff 
nurses. At the Child Health Centers 
a physician and one of the staff nurses 
arc in attendance. The nursing serv- 
ice experiences a healthy and gratify- 
ing growth from year to year. 

The Health Service includes many 
activities of a general nature, covering 
the proper education and morale ot 
the nursing staff; co-operative work 
with other Welfare Associations in our 
territory and attendance at conferences 
of National Welfare bodies; co-opera- 
tion with the Public School Systems 
of Lower Mcrion and Haverford 
Townships in the effort to secure 100 
per cent, physical preparedness for 
school entrance; attendance by the Di- 
rector at numerous committee and 
convention meetings, including discus- 
sions before Women's Clubs, Parent 
and Teacher Associations, visiting 
nurse societies, etc.; and store window 
displays depicting nursing service, in 
connection with the campaign of the 
Welfare Federation.
